The Colony is threatened by a 
: typhoon which, during the past 
‘twenty-four hours, has been 
- subject to violent variations of 
course. At 11.45 a.m, to-day the 
‘typhoon was about 100: miles 
south-east of Hongkong, moving 
N.N.W. An Observatory report 
issued a. Ittle earlier stated that 
the centre’ will probably ‘pass 
dangerously near to Hongkong 
this evening, ‘the weather fore- 
east being cyclonic. gales, and 
rain, ae : 
‘A warning issued yesterday 
morning from Manila gave the 
position of the typhoon as Lat 17, 
N. Long. 119 E. and reported that 
it was moving W.N.W: This 
« placed the distugbance well to the 
‘ - south, but on a course ‘which 
might have affected Holhow or 
~ Kwanchowan. 


' Change of Courre. 


Later, however, the typhoon was 
reported to: be moving .on a wes- 
terly track. This would’ have 
taken it tothe north of the Mac- 
clesfiecld Bank and eventually well 
south of Hainan, leaving’ Hongkong 
entirely unaffected.’ 

The ‘typhoon, . however, changed 
its course again early this morning 
and Manila, ‘reported at 10 o'clock 
that it was'in Long 119 BE. Lat 19 
N.;) moving N.W. This position 
shows it to have taken a violent 
curve and to have moved, somewhat 
rapidly. 


No. 6 Signal Up. 


The No. 1 local signal, indicating 
that a storm existed which might 
cause a gale at Hongkong in the 
next twenty-four hours, was hoist- 
ed shortly after three o'clock {his

- . being. replaced by No, 2 at about 
+ + 880 to-day, This merely indicated | 
the course of the typhoon, but when 
it was found that it: fad turned

| Shortly afterwards,.-the Star 
‘Ferry wharf flew: the red flag, in- 
dicating ' that the launches were 
‘ Jikely to stop running at any mo- 

ment. 


Shipping Precautions. : 


Immediately after the No. 6 
Signal. went up at about 11.20 a.m., 
almost ‘all ships lying at their 
wharves left for shelter, ‘The On 
Lee. Haiyang and the Wing On 
were among the first to leave, fol- 
‘Towed very soon afterwards by the 
Tin Yat, Venezia, Kwongeai and 
Wingy On. 
The Lungshan and the Tung On, 
the two biggest vessels on’ the 
water-front. this morning, were 


‘noon, but it is presumed that they 
_ ‘have gince gone te shelter. 
on The Chuen Chow and the Sui On 
arrived on time from Macao this 
" morning. Contrary to expeeta- 
a tions, they did not have a very 
_ rough passage, although the winds 
were strong. After discharging 
their passengers, these vessels left 

for ‘shelter.
